Under the able direction Dr. Monroe Eaton the 
early studies were limited influenza but the scope 
activity gradually expanded other respiratory virus 
diseases. line with the purposes, particular at- 
tention early began paid the development 
tests that would help our epidemiologists 
and practicing physicians throughout the State un- 
ravel the tangled jungle the etiology acute respira- 
tory diseases. 

During the first two years particular attention was 
paid studies epidemics influenza-like acute 


upper respiratory infections. Studies pathogenesis 
influenza laboratory animals, the immunogenic 


activity laboratory animals influenza vaccines and 
search for new, more useful laboratory animals were 
areas principal activity.

This was first set separately from the 
research program order interfere little pos- 
sible with continuing investigative projects. was 
this time that state participation the financing 
the program was begun. 

There was available only limited number 
test procedures. During the period February 
June 30, 1943, the first five months operation the 
diagnostic unit, complement fixation tests were done 
631 specimens. these 485 were for lymphogranu- 
loma venereum and 146 for psittacosis, all using the 
same antigen. Neutralization tests were done 225 
specimens follows: Western equine encephalomye- 
litis 126, St. Louis encephalitis 82, and eastern equine 
encephalomyelitis 17. 

Within the first year became clear that the diag- 
nostic and research activities this early stage the 
development test procedures were inseparable. The 
services were then integrated with the re- 
search program. 

The diagnostic procedures available gradually ex- 
panded until 1945 were able say that begin- 
ning had been accomplished. Nevertheless, most our 
tests still revolved around specific investigative proj- 
ects.

out other laboratories, was developed meet our 
needs. had been attempting develop 
ment fixation test for the encephalitides and only 
the end this period did such test seem offer 
promise. 

Until 1946 the principal emphasis the virus 
ratory had been research. Some articles had been 
published from the unit and solid beginning had been 
made establishing service. However, 
was 1946 when the State Legislature appropriated 
$600,000 for the study and control encephalitis, that 
the virus laboratory services became firmly established 
and recognized continuing function our Division 
Laboratories. 

Since that time there has been continuing study 
the viral encephalitis problem California 
joint effort the department, the Hooper 
tion the University California and, more recently, 
the School Public Health the university.

While there now solid core tests that may 
considered routine diagnostic service, almost every 
contains tests that represent the department’s 
continuing effort find out more about these diseases. 
some instances, for example Japanese en- 
eastern equine encephalomyelitis and den-

Cancer Cure Quack and Accomplice 
Convicted San Diego 


the result long and difficult investigation 
the Bureau Food and Drugs, Frank Galway, con- 
cure quack, and Carolyn Osburn, health-food 
faddist and Galway’s most recent accomplice, were 
tried December San Diego Superior Court and 
public health and falsely advertising drug. Galway 
Mrs. Osburn was fined $250. 

Galway, retired mill worker, has been victimizing 
Californians intermittently for over years, accord- 
ing evidence brought out during the investigation. 
Aged people, for the most part, were duped into using 
his croton oil salve treatment for internal and external 
which they may may not have had. Galway 
was arrested 1937 San Diego and charged with 
violation the State’s Medical Practice Act. Several 
surgical instruments and jars his salve were seized 
the time his arrest, but after parade ‘‘cancer 
patients the witness stand was acquitted. 

the ensuing years continued more cautiously, 
his victims make sure they had friends 
relatives the medical profession and swearing 
them secrecy. His fees varied from little $10 
ounce for the croton oil salve $1,000 for course 
treatments. 1950 San Diego chiro- 
practor and doctor medicine Tia Juana, Mexico, 
dispense his salve for cancer. woman who was 
treated the doctor Mexico died third-degree 
chemical burns resulting from application the salve, 
and the chiropractor, James Ryan, was tried and con- 
victed San Diego Superior Court attempted grand 
theft and violation the California Pure Drugs Act. 
Ryan’s chiropractic license was suspended for years 
and was sent the county road camp for one year. 
Galway continued alone after this exposure until 
was joined 1952 Carolyn Osburn. 

Investigation the Bureau was hampered the 
practice sworn secrecy and the difficulty find- 
ing dissatisfied customers among those still alive. State- 
ments were obtained from approximately hundred 
people, most whom were the treatment. 
But the bureau’s investigation established that during 
the past four years, least four persons who had relied 
his had died. Among the dissatisfied 
customers was one person who had lost eye, and two 
who each had lost ear the result ‘‘treatment.’’ 
One these was willing complaining witness. 
July 1952, Galway and Mrs. Osburn were ar- 
rested the bureau’s investigators. Photographs, jars 
sale and raw materials were seized evidence and 
presented the trial.

Milk Pasteurization Legislation 
Introduced 


Under sponsorship the State Department 
Health and the California Conference 
Health Officers, bill was introduced the January 
session the Legislature amend the Agricultural 
Code section defining ‘‘dairy and add 
section the Agricultural Code relating the sale 
market milk. Under the proposed legislation 
farm’’ would defined any place where milk 
produced for sale other distribution and where more 
than one cow three goats are lactation, and 
would unlawful sell market milk for consumption 
its raw state, except certified milk guaranteed raw 
goat’s milk. 

November, 1951, the California Conference 
Health Officers passed resolution recommending that 
the conference request the State Department 
Health prepare legislation prohibit the sale raw 
milk for human consumption. 

the request the president the conference, 
the State Department Public Health called meet- 
ing February, 1952, representatives from the 
State Department Agriculture, the Conference 
Local Health Officers, and the State Department 
Public Health. The purpose this meeting was 
cuss the feasibility and desirability legislation 
proposed the above mentioned resolution. After 
cussion, was decided that more information pertinent 
the problem was needed. The State Department 
Agriculture was asked obtain all available data 
garding the number dairy cows and the amount 
raw milk now being sold the State. The State Depart 
ment Public Health was asked obtain all data 
garding milk-borne diseases. 

March, 1952, meeting was held with the same 
groups together with representatives from eight 
wide dairy associations. The data milk-borne diseases 
was presented which showed that there has been 
nite drop during the past years such diseases but 
there are cases and outbreaks continuing reported. 
The State Department Agriculture presented data 
showing that all but 0.81 percent the market milk 
California now pasteurized. The committee agreed 
that state-wide law requiring the pasteurization 
all market milk with the exception certified 
would desirable. subcommittee was appointed and 
was charged with the responsibility meet 
mento April, 1952, and prepare draft the 
posed legislation. The met April 
and prepared the draft that was requested.

been the interested utilization pasteurized milk 
and milk products. the present time, outbreaks 
milk-borne diseases are rare, but complete pasteur- 
market milk and increased sanitary pre- 
should reduce the number still further. 
Approximately one-third the reported cases 
human brucellosis during 1951 were reported 
probably due drinking raw market milk milk 
from one-cow dairies family cows. About per- 
Angeles County were presumably contracted 
from drinking raw milk. 


“Tt estimated from bovine tuberculosis testing 
records that there are approximately 80,000 family 
cows California. From these cows approximately 
150,000 gallons milk are consumed daily. The Milk

Recalcitrant Patients

California, well elsewhere, one the great 
problems tuberculosis control the individual 
patient who will not conform any rule regulation. 
indiscriminately sprays tubercle bacilli about him- 
self without regard the welfare his family 
other close contacts. Attempts persuasion and educa- 
tion have failed win his cooperation. 

Fortunately, these patients are not numerous. They 
belong usually the anti-social fraction our society 
and are largely psychopathic person- 
alities, and other social misfits. For want 
better name, they are called the 
tuberculosis control field. They are classed such only 
when every effort has been made psychologically, so- 
cially and economically, help them achieve health 
while protecting the health others. 
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Section 2554 and later Section 2559.5 the Health 
and Safety Code give the health officer power quar- 
antine isolate such recalcitrant, his opinion 
the patient menaces the public health. The place 
isolation chosen the health officer. the patient 
breaks quarantine may convicted misde- 
meanor and confined for period not exceed six 
months. 

1949, the State Legislature (Section 3300.4, 
Health and Safety Code) directed the California State 
Department Public Health lease facility for the 
contagious active tuberculosis cases who are 
thus convicted this misdemeanor.

tious, and one had died. The fact that large majority 
the once recalcitrant patients are now satisfactorily 
isolated noninfectious encouraging and better 
than had been anticipated.
